The older child who plays al) 
day without rest is almost certain to 
suffer from loss of appetite, Fatigue 
overcomes him and he can nelther 
rest or eat, he wanls constantly to ve 
on the go, even though he 1 dead 
tired Such children need rest, an 
enforced rest period in the day, even 
if they do not sleep 

In every way fatigue leads inevitably
